Tories Charged With Sitting 
on the Fence 


COL, STANLEY'S WARNING 


_ Mr. H. Hynd (Lab., Central Hackney), speaking 
in the debate on the United Nations Charter in the 
House of Commons last weck, referred to a pari 
of the trusteeship matter in which he was par- 
ticularly interested, the question of Palestine. He 
did not want to flog this question, because he knew 
the difficulty of the Prime Minister, who had just told 
the House that the Government were not yet in a 

sition to make a public statement of policy on 
it. He was content so long as the Prime Minister 
could indicate publicly that the matter was under 
very active consideration and that, for example, the 
decisions of the recent World Zionist Congress were 
before the Government, and that a statement would 
be issued very shortly, even if it was only on the 
humanitarian aspect so ably and claquently put by 
Miss Kathbone in the debate on the Address. Mr. 
Janner had spoken very. feclingly as a Jew. He 
(Mc. Hynd) was not a Jew, and perhaps it was all 
to the good that a non-Jewish voice should be 
raised im this humanitarian cause, Every M.P. had 
been sent a pamphiet called “ Nowhere to lay their 
Heads.” He hoped members had read itt. It must 
appeal to the conscience of everyone. “ff we 
are sincere in our efforts to give the victims of the 
war real freedom from fear, we have to get this 


thing straight, and we cannot be content,”’ said Mr. 


Hynd, * while we have it on our conscience, asa 
mandatory Power, that at the moment Palestine is 
being governed according to the White Paper of 
1939." 


Coionc! Oliver Stanley (C., West Bristol), ex- 
pacesiacy of State for the Colonies, spoke of the 
harter on the second day of the debate and said 
that the “A” mandate, as far as we were con- 
cerned, meant the problem of Palestine. The 
Government, in reply to questions in the last two 
days, had asked for time to consider that problem. 
“tt ts a problem of terrible intricacy,” said Colonel 
Sianley, .“ [t is a problem fraught, if the solution 
is wrong, with terrible consequences, and nobody 
on this side of the House wanis in any way to 
hinder the Government in their work, or to press 
them over a matter which requires most careful 
consideration. However, perhaps I might be 
allowed to say that I wish—and it is a wish that 
may be shared by right hon. gentlemen on the 
Front Bench opposite—that the Labour Party. 
before they made a declaration of policy at the 
last clectton, had shown the same caution which the 
Labour Government is now showing before it 
makes a declaration of action.” 

Mr. George Griffiths (Lab., Hemsworth) inter- 
jected, ** What declaration did you lot not make?” 

“1 can show the hon. gentleman, if he likes, 
exactly what | wrote to any constituent who asked 
me about Palestine,” Rplicd Colonel! Stanley. He 
added: “ On this particular subject we were wise 
enough at that moment to maintain a complete 

nce. 

“Your party were silting on the fence then,” 
accused Mr. Griffiths. 

Colonel Stanley rejoined: “ It is better, perhaps, 
than coming down prematurely on the wrong side.”’ 

“You canhet always get off,’ commented Mr 
Ernest Bevin, Foreign Secretary. 


HOUSE OF LORDS 


Lord Strabolgi took part in. the iwo-days’ 
Chartier debate in the House of Lords and asked 
the Government spokesman, Viscount Stansgate, 
whether he could give some words of hope for the 
Jewish survivors of Nazi persecution who were now 
m great distress in various European countries. 
He was not, of course, raising the larger question 
of the future of Palestine. With regard to the policy 
there he had complete confidence in the wisdom, 
good sense, and honour of the Cabinet. But this 
was a very urgent question: there were thousands 
of homeless fugitives who had nowhere to go and 
whose only hope of asylum and a welcome and an 
opportunity to earn jheir own living lay in 
Palestine. He understood from the authorities of 
the Jewish Agency that the quota of immigration 


certificates was now exhausted and. with the best ° 


will in the world, they could send neither adults 
nor children among the Jewish refugees to Palestine. 


He hoped Lord Stansgate would give them some . 


words of comfort.. After all, two Jewish scientists 
who escaped from Hitler’s clutches did, he under- 
stood, contribute very substantially to the solution 
of the problem of splitting the atom. They did 
therefore help in shortening the Japanese war and 
preventing great destruction of life and property. 

Lord Sitansgate, in his reply to the debate in 
general, said that Lord Strabolgi * raised a number 
of inieresting points which I was very grateful to 
think did not-call for a reply from me at this 
moment.”

THE ARAB CIRCUS 
Economic Influences on Politics 


The shrewd remark was made to me the other 
day by a goad friend who is prominent in the 
Yishuv’s mercantile life that the behaviour of the 
Arabs in the economic sphere could almost always 
be taken as a clue to oF gr thinking 
(writes our Jerusalem | t). 

My friend, who has had plenty of opportunity 
for observation of the Arab mentality during 30 
years’ residence in Eretz Yisrael and from close 
tusiness contacts with the leaders of the Arab com- 
munity, cited as instances what was happening as 
regards the citrus trade. The Arabs had all along 
insisted u maintenance of the fifty-fifty principle 
between Jews and Arabs in citrus exports. ow, 
Palestinian oranges are of ‘two grades—the 
“ Shamooty ” or pipless type and the “ Valencia, 
so named from the Spanish variety. Arab growers 
go in more for the “ Shamooty,” or “ Jaffa,” 
orange; the Jews cultivate large areas of the 
Valencia. The latter brand is more popular for 
export. 

‘or some seasons my friend noticed that Arab 
exporters and merchants were purchasing Valencia 
oranges from Jewish planters so as to maintain 
parity in their share of exports of this type, and 
were losing money thereby. He ‘asked an Arab 
friend whether this did not appear to be un- 
economical. 

“ Uneconomical and costly, yes, I agree,” 
responded the Arab “ but politically wise. You see, 
you Jews will eventually become the majority, and 
we Arabs must establish thé traditional principle 
of fifty-fifty for the future, no matter how much 
it costs us now!” | 

Another instance was a conversation between a 
Moslem and a Christian Arab during a citrus- 
growers’ meeting. The Christian Arab planter was 
expressing concern about the future of the trade, 
and the Moslem was attempting to reassure him. 

“It's very well for you to argue that way,” the 
Christian Arab cried. “ After all, you're a Mosiem 
and your grove is in the * Jewish area’ between 
Tel-Aviv and Petach Tikvah. You'll be looked 
afier, because if a Jewish State is established the 
Jews will want to protect all Moslem interests. 
But my grove is near Jaffa, and it will be outside 
the Jewish State. It may probably be in the Moslem 
State. Who is gomg to safeguard our economic 
interests as Christian Arabs in a Moslem’ State?” 


SHEER CHUTZPAH! 


The Arab Chamber of Commerce in Jaffa 
(reports the J.T.A,) has sent a memorandum to

MAURITIUS DEPORTEES 
COME BACK 


Great Welcome at Haifa 


There were most moving scenes when the 5.5. 
Franconia, carrying back to Palestine 1,305 
deport whom 139 are children—from 
Mauritius. arrived at Haifa on Sunday and the 
passengers again set foot on Palestine soil alter an 
exile of nearly five years. 

Representatives of the Jewish national institu- 
tions, relatives, and friends, and a crowd of 
thousands of other Jews welcomed the returned 
refugees at the dock gates and near-by. 

The Jewish part of Haifa was gaily beflagged as 
the immigrants landed and a general holiday spirit 
prevailed. The majority of the arrivals left im- 
mediately for rest homes = for them by the 
Jewish Agency, to enable them to regain their 
strength after their past trials, while the young 
people and the Chalutzim were to leave for 
Kibbutzim. Others are going to relatives. 

This was the first occasion when stevedore work 
at Haifa harbour was done entirely by Jews. 

It was learned that a baby girl had been born 
on board ship. to a Mrs. Zilberg. The baby was 
named Hadassah. Two deaths also occurred while 
the ship was on the way to Palestine. The deceased 
were Zelig Folkman, originally from Vienna, and 
Mrs. Martha Levi, who came from Danzig. Forty- 
four of the passengers were taken from the ship in 
ambulances to hospitals, and seven more were 
admitted to hospital later in the day. 

One hundred and sixty of the arrivals are plan- 
ning to leave Palestine and join their relations in 
other countries. They went to stay in an Unrra 
camp for the time being. ; 

When the ship anchored on Friday last at dusk 
at Port Said, it was boarded by several soldiers of 
the Jewish Brigade, headed by Chaplain Epstein, 
who conducted a Friday night service there. 


TAX ON LAND-SALE PROFITS 
_ Speculation on the Motive 


The Government of Palestine recently published 
in the official Palestine Gazette a draft ordinance 
which deals with the imposition.of a tax on profits 
from land sales. There is reason to assume (states 
a correspondent) that this ordinance will become 
law within a very short time. . 

Tht proposed rates are as follows: If a salé takes 
place within one year of the date of purchase, 50 
per cent; exceeding one year, but not exceeding 
three years, 40 per cent: exceeding three years, 
but not exceeding five years, 30 per cent; exceed- 
ing five years, but not exceeding seven years, 20 per 
cent; exceeding seven years, but not exceeding 10 
years, 10 per cent; exceeding 10 years, nil. 

The Financial Secretary of the Palestine Govern- 
ment, Mr. R. Scott, said in March, 1945, when 
addressing a meeting of the Jerusalem Rotary Club, 
that the Government contemplated. the introduction 
of new taxation, including levies upon increments 
from land sales, sales of luxury goods, war profits, 
and others, and he added that these new taxes were 
expected to produce half of next year's deficit, esti- 
mated at £4,000,000. 

hether, therefore, the new tax on profits from 
Jand sales is merely a fiscal measure or 1s really 
intended, as has been alleged, to curb land specula- 
tion, is not quite clear. Should the latter be the 
case, it is being asked why the sliding scale was intro- 
duced, which obviously favours those who have 
held land over a long period. 


BRITISH JEWS APPOINTMENT 


Cadet District Officer 


Mr. Ronald Silver, the son of Mrs. Sara Silver 
and of the late Palestine Police Bandmaster, Capt. 
Aubrey Silver, who was .a former Londoner and 
who died last winter, has been appointed Cadet 
District Officer in the Palestine District Adminisira- 
uon (our Jerusalem correspondent reports). 

Mr. Silver, who is 24, was recently invalided out 
of the Army: He joined up in the ranks in 1940, 
and rose to a lieutenancy im the Royal Sussex Regi- 
ment, while serving in which he was = severely 
wounded in actionin Ltaly in the summer of 1944, 
He is a great-nephew of Rabbi Isaiah Raffalovich, 
former Minister. of the Hope Place Synagogue, 
Liverpool, and now of Tel-Aviv. 


TELLING HIM FORCIBLY 


Slight. damage was caused to the Hotel Appinger 
in Jerusalém by two bombs which exploded on 
the premises last week, according to a communiqué 
Handbills were at 
the same time distributed outside the hotel warning 
the pubiic to keep away and explaining that the 
owner of the hotel was a German who had just 
been released from internment. The handbills also 
demanded that this German should leave Palestine 
immediately, 

A girl named Malka Strassburger, aged 17, who 
was alleged by the police to have similar hand- 
bills in‘her possession, Was. arrested. 


Two Jews, Moshe Salomon (30) and Joshua 
Mizrachi (19), were recently sentenced by — the 
Jerusalem Military Court to 15 and 7 years’ im- 
prisonment respectively on a charge of being in 
possession of 25 hand-grenades and detonators. — 


Eliahu David Nacht, aged 32, a member of 
Kibbutz Gath, was recently sentenced by. the 


Jerusalem Miltary Court to-nine months’ imprison- 
ment with special treatment for being in possession 
of a revolver and 16 rounds of ammunition. 


A daring daylight robbery was carried out at the 
Agro-Bank in Tel-Aviv recently. A group of ten 
youths and one girl armed with revolvers and hand- 
grenades entered the bank shortly before closing time 
pouns as customers, They waited till the. public 

ad left, locked the doors, and, covering the clerks 
with their revolvers, stole over £2,000; - They 
escaped on bicycles. 


JOINT CITRUS DELEGATION 
Arab Politicians Overridden 


‘The question of whether, the Arab orange- 
growers should take part in a _ joint Jewish-Arab 
citrus delegation to Great Britain has been 
vigorously discussed in the Palestine Arab press 
during the last few days. a 

Auni Bey Abdul Hadi and Dr. Khalidi advocated 
non-participation by the Arabs, because, they 
claimed, it would “ demonstrate Arab-Jewish co- 
operation.” In reply to this the Arab citrus-growers 

blished an open letter to the editor of FaLastin, 

which they argued that, first, this was not a 
political delegation; secondly, since Arabs sat 
together with Jews in joint municipal councils, it 
was only right that they should sit together with 
Jews on a joint body, the aims of which were to 
promote the interests of the whole country’s 
orange-growers; thirdly, the Arab orange-growers 
owned. 140,000 dunams Orange groves in 
Palestine, valued at £28,000,000 and yielding 
neat ty oy annually, and they could not, therefore, 
aflord to neglect this, the greatest source of Arab 
income. 

The letter went on to argue that if the Jews alone 
went to London on this mission it would mean a 

t economic and moral blow to the Arabs in 
Palestine. “If Auni Bey and Khalidi are pre- 
pared to bear the responsibility for the outcome 
of such a course of non-co-operation, we are pre- 
pared not to go,” the letter concludes. 

The joint delegation is expected in London soon. 


CZECH DOCTORS THINK AGAIN 


Twenty Jewish doctors living in Palestine who 
intended to return to Czechoslovakia, whence they 
arrived as refugees, have deferred their journey 
pepoess our Jerusalem correspondent), but 
rom any great desire to remain here; it ts e. . 
because the Czechoslovak authorities have imposed 
new restrictions. 

Under a decree just issued, the Czechoslovak 
Government has ruled that the only physicians and 
lawyers who will be allowed to practsce are those 
who graduated at Czech or Slovak Universities. 
These Jewish doctors mostly studied at German 
Universities, cither in Austria or Germany or within

Government Can Be Relied On 


Reception to J.N.F. Head From 
Jerusalem 


The importance of land acquisition for the estab- 

lishment of a Jewish State, and the achievements 
of the Jewish National Fund in the face of 
enormous difficulties, were among the points 
stressed at a reception given by the Jewish National 
Fund of Great Britain and Ireland to Dr. Abraham 
Granovsky, Managing Director of the Keren 
Kayemet Leisrael, at the Dorchester recenily. 
_ Mr. Aaron Wright presided, and said that gather- 
ing had been arranged to give J.N.F. workers an 
opportunity to meet Dr. Granovsky, who had come 
from Jerusalem. He welcomed also Rabbi Dr. 
israci Goldstein, President of the Zionist Organisa- 
tuon of America, Mr. Mendel Fisher, Executive 
Director of the J.N.F. in the U.S.A., Mr. Joseph 
Fisher, from France, and Mr. Elias Epstein, Head 
of the Propaganda and Organisation Department 
of the Keren Kayemet in Jerusalem. 

Dr. Granovsky cnumerated the difficulties which 
had faced J.N.F. workers during the past few years, 
and said they were fortunate that the English- 
— countries had risen to the occasion when 

ropean Jewry was destroyed. The U.S.A. had 
provided some 60 per cent of the financial resources 
of the Fund, while the whole of the English-speak- 
ing countries had contributed 80 per cent. Palestine 
had provided 10 per cent of the world income, 
although the Yishuv was not 10 per cent of world 


Jewry. During the war period J.N.F. receipts had — 


risen to 6} million pounds, compared with 44 
million in the whole of the preceding 38 years of 
J.N.F. history. During the current year — they 
expected two mullion pounds, 


Exceptional Difficulties 


Exceptional difficulties had confronted the 
practical programme. There were the White Paper 
land restrictions; the attitude of the Palestine 
Administration, who thought it their sacred duty 
to prevent by all means further acquisition of land 
by Jews; the steep rise in prices; and the Arab 
political agitation, ‘which resulted im the creation 
of the * Arab National Fund,” which struck fear 
into the hearts of Arab jandowners and deterred 
them from selling land. 

In spite of all these, they had bought 330,000 
dunams during the war and had overtopped the 
figure of 800,000 all told, They had reserved 


30.000 dunams for 1! settlements for ex-Servicemen. - 


A new-feature was the pursuit of a systematic 
urban land policy. They were also in a position to 
provide land for more than 50,000 apartments. 

In addition, they carried out reclamation work. 
afforestation, and water research projects. Their 
intention was to be able to provide land for the 
really big Jewish immigration necessary for a Jewish 
Siate. They would be able to do it because there 
was plenty of land unused and uncultivated, land 
that could be acquired without doing harm to the 
existing Arab population, But they could only do 
it if the land restrictions were repealed now, and 
that was the first political requirement of the 
Jewish people. 3 

Dr. Israel Goldstein said. he had often stated 
that land was as great a political weapon as they 
had in the armament of the . Zionist Movement, 
and they had to think more and more of land not 
only as an economic necessity, but also as a 
political necessity, because acre added to acre and 
dunam added to dumam spelt out the foundations 
of the Jewish State in the process of becoming. 

Mr. Fisher paid tributes to Messrs. Aaron 
Wright ant Leopold Schen for their work for the 
Fund in England. 


“a. have been a member of the Labour Party for 
20 years,” Lord Straboigi said, when addressing the 
members of the Anglo-Palestinian Club last week. 
“I know every member of the present Cabinet. 1 
know the other members of the Government. I can 
say without any mental reservations that I believe 
the present Government, supported [as it is by a 
large majority, can be relied upon to do what is 
honourable, right, and just with regard to Palestine.”

Speaking of the future of Palestine, he said there 
was a short-term policy and a long-term policy.

objection existed among the ordinary Arabs who 
worked for a living.

As regards a long-term policy, Lord Strabolgi 
deak with four or five suggestions that might present! 
be examined by the Government, and he would 
them, .he said, to be patient with the Cabinet because 
their coming to power .had coincided with a whole 
series of carth-shattering events. 

The first suggestion was to repudiate the whole 
policy of the Balfour Declaration and to say that the 

mists must regard Palestine as a cultural centre 
only and nothing more, leaving the country to the 
Arabs. That solution would be most unpopular 
among the Arabs themseives, and it would * con- 
tr to the honour and interests of Great Britain. 
second solution, which was not a solution at 
all, was that of the White Paper. It had not worked. 
It has been most severely criticised by the present 
Prime Minister. the Leader of-the Opposition, and 
in the United States, where we needed as many 
friends as we could get. 


Partition a Policy of Bankruptcy 


Solution No. 3 was Partition. It was economically 
unworkable and suicidal and the Arabs themscives 
did not want it. It was a\\policy of bankruptcy and 
despair and hé could not imagine its being accepted. 

he fourth suggestion was that known as the 
Biltmore resolutions, the creation of a Jewish State 
or Commonwealth in Palestine. That, of course, 
was the realisation of the original policy behind the 
Balfour Declaration. It was perfectly workable and 
he would like to see it adopted by the British Govern- 
ment. 


Speaking, however, as a practical politician, Lord 


Strabolgi referréd to the ignorance and musunder- 
standing on the Palestine question among the non- 
Jewish public here. That brought him to the com- 
promisé ‘on the Biltmore Programme—to retain 
Palestine as an integral part of the British Empire. 
He wanted the Biltmore programme carried out, 
he wanted immigration into Palestine, orderly but 
steady, he wanted to see a Jewish majority in Pales- 
tine, and he wanted to see a Siate which would then 
opt to become a self-governing Dominion of the 
British Empire, 

Why the Foreign Office had gone out of its way 
to create an artificial Arab League, which might 
get into the wrong hands and become a_ Franken- 
stein monster, he did not know, concluded Lord 
Strabolgi.

Numerus Clausus in U.S. 
University - 


The fantastic excuse that a numerus clausus had 
been imposed in Dartmouth College, New Hamp- 
shire. for the Jews’ own good, is put forward by 
the Principal of the College, Dr. Ernest M. Hopkins. 

Claiming that he was against anti-Semitism, Dr. 
Hopkins, in a letter to Mr. Herman Shumlin, a 
cinema and theatrical producer, who is director of 
a committee for equality in educational opportunity, 
wrote: 

“I should not be willing to see the proportion 
of the Jews in college so greatly increased as to 
arouse widespread resentment and develop wide- 
spread prejudice in our own family.” Quoting: 
from the “ Ballad of Reading Gaol,” in which 
Oscar Wilde wrote “all men kill the things they 
love,” Dr. Hopkins went on: “ as it seems to me 
will be the case if, in the vehemence of agitation 
on the part of Jews of the country for conferring 
of rights, which, if granted, would constitute a 
special privilege, aggressiveness continues to 
carried to the extent that in the present day it is 
being carried.” 

Dr. Hopkins added that when he was in Europe, 
immediately after the last war, -“ all with whom I 
talked were discussing the danger of the racial 
antagonisms which had been so accentuated in 
Germany by the soldiers, on their return, finding 
all of their institutions and all of their professions 
dominated by a race which numbered only one per 
cent of the population.” 

He explained that he based his statement and 
policy on statistics given in Stephen Robert’s book, 
“ The House That Hitler Built,’ which took them 
from an article by Alfred Rosenberg, in the 
VoeLtkiscner Beosacnter. Dr. Hopkins said in his 
letter: “1 think that thing (anti-Semitism) is a 
definite possibility in this country.”

In an interview given to the New YorK Post, 
Dr Hopkins adopted a different sort of justifica- 
tion. “ Dartmouth,” he declared, “is a Christian 
college founded for the Christiantsation of ‘its 
students.” and added that the institution would 
probably lose iis ** racial tolerance” which it is 
desperately anxious to maintain, if it were to

1,000 FAMILIES RETURN TO 
CRIMEA 


Jewish Collectives” . 


Eight Jewish collective farms in the Krasnop- 
vardeisk district of the Criméa have been restored. 
They are: Sverdlov, Molotov, Rokossovsk, 
Voroshilov, New Dawn, Kalinindorf, Frei Lebe,, 
and Freiheit. The cultivated area of these farm. 
is 32,000 acres, and they all have their own vine- 
yards and orchards. 

Most of the 700 Jewish families who used to 
work on these farms were evacuated during the war. 
About 400 families returned last year and another 
100 are on their way back. 

Last year, these Jewish farms were the first in 
the Republic to gather in the harvest. Now they 
are again harvesting the wheat, and the melon and 
grape crops prontise to be abundant. 

Wrecked Jewish dairy farms have been rchabili- 
tated @n all the farms. Con:bine and tractor drivers 
are returning from*the front, as are many of the 
founders of the farms, where life is rapidly return- 
ing to norma! 

In the Azov district of the Crimea there are nine 
large’ Jewish villages: Maifeld, Oktiabr, Friling, 
Sverdiov, Spartak, Neuweg, Frei Leben, and Seciions 
106 and 109. Over 42,000 acres, including nmiore 
than 600 acres of vineyards, used to be cultivated 
by the villagers. 

Before the war all the farms had irrigated. vege- 
table gardens, large livestock raising sections, flour 
mills, and power-stations. In Section 106 there 
vas a knitted goods factory employing 300 persons, 
mostly youths from near-by Jewish villages. 

Maifeld had a population of 140 Jewish families, 
and its annual income.was over 1,000,000 roubles. 
Situated near the railway, it developed rapidly. 
Many varieties of grapes were cultivated in us 120 


vineyards. 
Flourishing Settlement 


Nearly 70 families have already returned. The 
livestock section has been restored and there are 
now 70 cows, over 300 sheep, 800 chickens, and 85 
horses in the. settlement. The vineyards’ most 
recent yield was six tons of grapes per acre. 

During the occupation, the Nazis drove all the 
Jews from the neighbouring villages to Maiteld, 
where'‘they butchered them. In the vineyard, 1.412 
people are buried in a common grave.

Yishuy’s Reaction 


The official Polish reports. of the pogroms 
against the’ handful of Jewish survivors indicate as 
clearly as possible that the Polish people, afte: 
all they witnessed during the German occupation, 
are still capable of indulging in barbarous forms 
of anti-Semitism, and that organised clements which 
are all for continuing the Nazi extermination 
methods are still active under conditions permit- 
ting their murderous activity, cables our Jerusalem 
correspondent. 

These attacks bear out the Yishuv’s view that 
there is no future for the pitiful remnants of Jewry 
in Europe, and that their only salvation lics in 
Eretz Yisrael. 

The fact that even the 70,000 to 80.000 Jews who 
rerffain out of the former: greatwcommuniiy in 
Poland represent an irritant factor to the Gentile 
population proves beyond a shadow of doubt that 
the Jewish issue will long persist throughout 
Europe With the same scapegoat potentialities as 
before. 

What are particularly shocking to the Yishuy 
at this juncture, however, as reficcted by leading 
articles in the press, are the airily optimistic state- 
ments from abroad, which are not based on any 
factual analysis, that after the Displaced Persons 
have remained immured in camps for a year or so 
under conditions little better than hardship. they 
will be ready to listen to proposals to return to 
the countries of their origin. The Governments 
of those countries in which these wretched people 
suffered will be given an opportunity to satisfy 
their nationals that they can return home with the 
prospect of resuming .a healthy, normal life, it’ is 
added. 

Reports brought to Jerusalem and Tel-Aviv by 
the refugees themselves belie these sanguine hopes 
expressed by leading statesmen and officials of the 
Displaced Persons’ Executive Division. 

What these resettlement theorists deem a sane 
course, or a benevolent policy. is nothing more than 
a cynical disregard of the real environmental in- 
fluences prevailing—deeply' embedded hatred 
resulting from Nazi indoctrination, economic fear. 
and actiye animosity pushed to extremes. 

Horrifying as they are in themselves, these 
detailed. reports. of Europe's anti-Jewish atrocities 
months after the so-called liberation are an un- 
answerable proposition that no solution of the 
problem of Jewish homelessness can be provided 
outside Eretz °Yisrael. 


Polish Press on anti-Semitism 


An article in a-recent issuc of Ropornik, the 
organ of the Polish Socialist Party, discusses the 


. reactionary nature of “ Economic anti-Semitism.” 


It is claimed that the gangster anti-Semitism of the 
Armija Krajowa is disappearing as @-result of 
the counter-activity of the Government and the 
hostility of Polish public opinion. There ts, how- 
ever, the article admits, so-called. economic anti- 
Semitism, and anti-Semitic propaganda is being con- 
ducted with the alleged object of “ defending the 
Polish nation.” The eradication of these forms ol 
anti-Semitism, it is stated, will require no less effort. 

in an article in Opropzenta (Resurrection), the 
necessity Of carrying on extensive and untiring 
explanatory work against Nazi-inspired anti- 
Semitism is pointed out. .The Polish  petit- 
bourgeoisie are accused of political blindness; even 
after Maidenek and Oswiecim and the death 
factories which covered Poland, the ignorant Polish 
petit-bourgeoisie still believed that Hitler was 
attacking the Jews only. The article concludes that 
counteracting anti-Semitism is primarily the duty 
of the intelligentsia, and is part of the general task 
of rooting out all the relics of Hitlerite propaganda. 
An appeal is made to readers not to delude them~ 
selves that anti-Semitism among the Polish popula- 
tion is of little account, and sull less to think that 
i. can disappear without an active struggle. 


_A_ plebiscite which was recently carried out 
at Bergen-Belsen to ascertain whether Jewish 
Displaced Persons desired to return to their 
native countries or to remain where they were 
showed that 60 per cent of the 4,645 Polish 
Jews opted for return to Poland, states a Jewish 
World News report from Paris. They have been 
given- assurances by the Polish Government that 
they will get free houses and workshops in Lower 
Silesia, the report adds.

TRUMAN'S’ DEEP INTEREST

port large numbers of Jews there. 

Mr. Sabath also stated that the President expressed 
his concern about the trouble in store because of 
Arab opposition to Jewish immigration into Pales- 
tine, bat he assured Mr. Sabath that he was still 
trying to enlarge the opportunities for Jewish immi- 
gration there. 

“The President is working at it both ways,” said 
Mr. Sabath, He could not say whether the President 
had received any communication from the Arabs 
on this subject, but assumed the President knew how 
he Arabs felt. 


VIENNESE JEWS’ SAD PLIGHT 


Reports received in Geneva reveal that out of a 
pre-war total. of 206,000 Austrian Jews, 180,000 of} 
whom lived in Vienna, only a few hundred are now 
alive in Vienna and about 1,000 in other Austrian 
cities, states Palcor. 

Between March, 1938, and December, 1941. when 
the United States entered the war, about 141.000 
Jewish Austrians succeeded in emigrating. Of the 
remaimder about 34,000 were deported to Theresien- 
stadt and 16,000 to Poland, while 15.000 died 
Natural deaths between 1938 and 1945. 

In Vienna at the moment, there are about 2,900 
Jews and about 4.000 “racial” Jews of non-Jewish 
faith, Of the former .1,375 returned from various 
concentration camps and 100 came from. abroad. 


Another 600 lived in hiding under the Nazis and are. 


now emerging from hiding. 

In addition to Austrian Jews there are also about 
200 Polish, 200 Rumanian and 100 Hungarian and 
Czech: Jews in Vienna, All the Jews .are utterly 
destitute. They have no work, no houses,-or any 
belongings. The average age of about 70 per cent 
of them is between 50 and 70, and in the whole of 
Vienna there are only about 100 Jewish children. The 
community is headed by Prof. Heinrich Schur.

Other Baltic Jews are scattered in Germany, the 
Balkan countries, and other parts of Europe. 

_ Drawing up the ghastly balance-sheet of persecu- 
tion and war, speakers at a mecting held last Sun- 
day at the Bonnington Hoitcl, W.C.. by the Associa- 
tion of Baltic Jews in Great Britain, urged on Jews 
of Baltic origin in this coufitry the need for help 
in Saving and rehabilitating the surviving Jewish 
remnant. 

Mr. Storch, a former inhabitant of Riga. who has 
been directing relief work from Stockholm during 
the past few years, told of the cflorts made—some- 
times successitul and sometimes Unsuccessful—to 
Save groups of Baltic Jews from death 

A summary of relicf work done on behalf of the 
Baltic Jews by the Jews of Palestine was given -by 
Mr. Livshitz, Chairman of the Palestinian Asso- 
ciation for the aid of Latvian and Estonian Jews. 
Their work had begun in 1942, and, with the 
collaboration of the Joint Distribution Committee 
of America, they had spent over £40,000 on food 
parcels for the Jewish deportees and tcfugécs in 
Siberia. 

Mr. G. Reichman (Treasurer of the South 
African Board of Deputies) pointing out that half 
of South Africa’s 100.000 Jews came from the 
Baltic States, called for generous help if saving 
what remained of the Baltic Jewrsh communities 
Per capita, he said, South African Jews had sub- 
scribed more for Jewish relief work than American 
Jewry itself, 

Dr. Rosenbloom, a member of the Palestinian 
Committee formed to aid Lithuanian Jews. said 
that Baltic Jewry had suffered far worse in pro- 
portion than even Polish Jewry. While the world 
had heard a good deal about the massacres in 
Poland, in the Baltic countries:it had been “ murder 
behind closed doors.”

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THE POISON FLOWS ON 


A CERTAIN distinguished Polish Jew, all of whose family 
except one son had been murdered during the German 
occupation, sent that solitary survivor to a Warsaw school 
when liberation came: The bay returned home battered 
and bleeding from the attacks of the other pupils who had 
set about him merely because he was a Jew, The father, 
who had been a member of the Polish resistance movement, 
thereupon transferred his child to another school, and 
another, and yet another in different parts—always with the 
same results. He complained to the headmasters. They 
and the teaching staffs were genuinely distressed and bitterly 
resented the heoliganism. But one and all admitted that 
they were powerless to eradicate the virulent anti-Semitism 
from the Polish school-children despite their desperate 
efforts to do so. In the end the boy had to be sent'to a 
school where he was registered and passed off as a non-Jew. 

From Poland, too, this week comes tidings of disgraceful 
anti-Jewish’ riots in Cracow, the ancient home of «Polish 
culture. -Ihe outbreaks were preceded by deliberately 
fabricated rumours that the Jews were engaged in ritual 


murder—the wicked old blood libel revived at, the very 


hour when the “ brave new world ” of the San Francisco 
( harter was being inaugurated by national confirmation 
among the Untted Nations! Cracow was not the only scene 
of such incidents. In Rzeszow the same obscene barbarism 
about ritual murder had been propagated, with similar con- 
sequences. Four of the leading political parties expressed 
their profound disgust and registered emphatic condemna- 
tion, and there was an outburst of indignation all over the 
country. But, as the dispatch from which these facts are 
quoted points out, the acts of hooliganism are obviously 
“ the result of deep-seated anti-Semitism,” which is still 
rife in. Poland, @d to which attention has recently been 
drawn in the Polish press. 

A British soldier, stationed in a well-known Belgian town. 
drew attention.a week or two ago to a local Belgian news- 
paper which printed articles reeking with the familiar anti- 
Jewish calumnies. In one of them it was stated that the 
Brussels police had rounded up 150 to 200 Jews suspected of 
illegal transactiohs (“ black market”). “Israel,” said the 
Belgian paper, * 
seaside, where, since the liberation, the Jews have introduced 
themselves into everything connected with the seasonal 
trade, and certain highly blameworthy situations are of their 
making.” Anotfier article asserted that Blankenberghe was 
“ invaded “ by the soldiers of what it calls “ The Jewish 
Expeditionary Corps.” 
the visit6rs to the.town,” it went on, “ acquaintances among 


. brother racials were quickly established, and on this day, 


on. the promenade of Blankenberghe, Yiddish was heard a 
little more than on other days.” The British soldier's com- 
ments on these effusions are that. while during his stay in 
France and Belgium, he, like all his comrades, had been 
approached on numerous occasions by civilians seeking to 
buy for black-market purposes a whole variety of articles, 
including British and American currency, he had never 
noticed a single Jew among them, the black market being, 
in fact, run more or less openly by a large section of the 
general population. As for Blankenberghe, what had 
surprised him on his visits had been the almost total absence 
of Jews—except a few in Allied uniforms. Most of the, 
Belgian Jewish community, as he grimly reminds us, were 
wiped out by the Nazis, many having been betrayed by 
Belgian collaborationists. But, of course, in anti-Semitic 
eyes, one Jew constitutes a crowd. 

A numerus clausus, thinly, but rather shamefacedly, dis- 
guised as the responsibility of the “ director of admissions ” 
lor determining when enough Jews have entered, has been 
imposed in Dartmouth College, New Hampshire, U.S.A. 
[he Principal of the college, Dr. Hopkins, assures us that 
this has been done for the Jews’ own good, the good Doctor 
being under the conviction that “ that thing (anti-Semitism) 
is 4. definite possibility. in this country” (U.S.A.), and he 


‘ts unwilling to see the proportion of the Jews in college “ so 


ereathy increased as to arouse widespread resentment, and 
develop widespread prejudice in our-own family.” So he is 
out to prevent it by the peculiar method of injecting a 
good dose of the disease into his «own ‘scholastic estab- 


ishment. 


Ihe above are just a few typical reports of this kind from 
all over the world which come into this office week by week. 
are eloquent of the pestilent survival of the anti- 
Semutic disease even amid all the hosannas to the new era 
of San Francisco and all that. If we are sensible, we shall 
not hide them, or gloss over them, for the times are too 
grave for make-believe and silly wishful thinking. It is 
just such puerile evasions that have landed the world in its 
present devastation, and are now presenting gt with pros- 
pects more gruesome than any that have threatened past 
generations of men. Complacency in the face of the terrific 
problems facing mankind is the ultimate treachery to 


humanity and civilisation. It may even be accounted a- 


hoon that the ending of Lend-Lease should have been 
brought about with the inconsiderate brusqueness which

if it succeeded in jolting the mind of this countrpand others 
to a realisation of the stupendous and menacing problems 
which we must overcome if we would not topple over the 
precipice edge which ts so very, very near. In conditions 
such as these, with the sense and judgment of mankind being 
tested to its utmost limits under such dire penalties, dare men 
risk having both sense and judgment fuddled and perverted 
by that most pernicious of political porsons, anti-Semitism ! 
The world is largely in ruins because anti-Semitism has 
proved its deadly efficiency for evil. If it 1s not eradicated, 
the danger must grow stronger and stronger. From the 
incidents quoted above, typical of so many others, it 1s 
plain that it does persist in one form or another, either as 
primitive superstition or racial hatred, or, as the organ 
of the Polish Socialist Party describes it, as — economic 
anti-Semitism,’ where the anti-Jewish propaganda calls for 
“the defence of the Polish nation against the Jewisheconomic 
menace.” From Poland, so battered and bleeding after tts 
years of tragic suffering that one would have thought all 
ideas of strife would have been repugnant to its people at 
least for the next few years, to the United States, so wealthy 
and prosperous at the moment that one would have thought 
all ideas of racial and sectional fears and jealousies would 
have been without appeal at least for the present—from 
both these countries comes the sdme evidence of the poison, 
spreading, flowing, gathering its foul strength for mischief. 
From Poland, the western bastion of the U.S.S.R.,-to the 
United States, proprietary manufacturers of the Atomic 
Bomb—are these conditions in which to suffer mankind 
“ first to be made mad” with the anti-Semitic virus? 
To Jews, however, the emergency is the nfore pressing. 
Even the most complacent will aot claim, for them, free- 
dom from fear. Any approach to that beatific state will 
and can only come to them when they-.are free men in their 
own free land of Palestine. Marshal STALIN does not hesi- 
tate to ride roughshod over former frontiers in his iron 
determination to secure 100 per cent Soviet security, The 
United States feels nothing but a sense of righteousness in 
assuring the safety of her gigantic communications across 
Atlantic and Pacific. France is unchallenged by reasonable 
statesmen in her frantic efforts to secure for herself the 
Rhine and the Ruhr. Britain quite rightly deems it. unneces- 
sary to excuse her policy of safeguarding her Middle East 
interests, and making it the dominant factor in her diplo- 
matic strategy. Having learnt bitter lessons, none of these 
nations when it comes to practical matters are led away by 
what may still prove the will-of-the-wisp of the San Fran- 
cisco Charter. They are, and rightly insist on being, realists 
all. Only we Jews, who have just paid with six million lives 
for our Jewishly denationalised status, are without the 
means to take precautions against a similar-catastrophe in 
the coming years. Is it reasonable that we, whose casualty 
list proportionately has been far and away the highest of 
any of the peoples in this war, should be denied what the 
other nations prize and cherish, and should be held at arm's 


length from even the tiny area of Palestine, merely out of. 


deference to a few Arabs, members of a people who are 
dominant in five independent Arab countries and in an area 
larger than the whole of Europe? It is inconceivable that 
Britain aad her Allies should be ready to repeat the demon- 
strated folly and-cowardice of appeasement in a matter 
which so inevitably affects the welfare of the world, at a 
time so precarious and yet so full of opportunity for states- 
men with the courage and the wisdom to build a world on 
righteousness and common sense, undaunted by the threats 
and impervious to the solicitations of evil. 


OUR BROTHERS CRY “HELP!” 

IN another column will be found a letter from Mr. Anthony 
de Rothschild which gives disappointing news of the great 
Million-Pound Appeal recently launched by the Central British 


Fund. The Fund, he tells us; is still less than half-way towards © 


its goal, and the alloc4tions already made considerably exceed 
the cash already received. It is earnestly to be hoped that 
this letter will be most carefully read and the facts it sets 


forth digested." The Fund provides the sinews:of war for the 


jeams of Jewish relief warkers labouring among those released 
from the Nazi stranglehold. It is helping to reconstruct the 
Synagogues in devastated European Jewry, and to rebuild the 


‘Jocal Jewish life. It provides technical training for young 


men thirsting for a worth-while career. Above all, it ts caring 
for the parentless: children to whom many references have 
already been made here. It has undertaken, for instance, to 
furnish the cost for the maintenance of some 800 of these 
forlorn littl ones to whom the British .Government has 
liumanely granted permission to yecuperate in this country 
pending their final settlement, and of whom the first 300, as 
our readers are aware, have already arrived, It is establishing 
hostels on the Continent, in which the Jewish orphan children 
can be housed and reared in.a Jewish environment. And it 
has also made a grant of nearly £50,000 to provide housing 
in Palestine. for 750 children who are being taken to that 
country by the Children and Youth Aliyah. All these children 
are part—surely the most valuable part—of the remnant of 
Europe's slaughtered Jewries, orphans of the bestial murderous 
Nazi storm that swept over their homesteads slaying, maiming, 
and torturing Jews by the million, a ghastly storm from which 
we in these islands were providentially free. To help them is an 
expensive business, as is all the work of repairing the vile work 
of the Nazis—witness the reiterated cries of even lavishly 
endowed Unrra for more and yet more financial help. . It is 
not to be supposed for one instant that this fact will deter 
the truly Jewish in heart from contributing 40 the Ceniral 
British Fund in at any rate the fullest possible measure. The 
children are calling, the survivors who have endured such 


terrible sufferings are calling to their luckier brothers for help 
there is na time to lose. 


THe war of nerves being carried on by the recently c.jap- 
lished Arab offices in London and Washington, and by branches 
of the Arab League elsewhere, shows no sign of abating, 
Occasionally it is relieved by a shaft of unintended humour, 
as when the Arab Chamber of Commerce in Jaffa demanded 
that some two-thirds of the dollar funds collected b\ jhe 
I.NF. in the United Stalés should be handed over to them 
for the Palestine Arabs. But over here where the Arab Office 
is under British direction, their conduct of the “nerve war” 
is marked by a skill which cannot be denied. One would. for 
instance, probably not be far wrong in seeing the influcnce 
of its hand in the spate of letters now finding their way inio 
influential organs of the press. The moment is astutely 
chosen. A new Government“is in the saddle. It is harassed 
by formidable problems cropping up day by day with 
embarrassing frequency. Obviously, the calculation i, that 
if by %kilful reiteration from impressive names they can con- 
jure up in the minds of Government and Parliament a Psles- 
tine volcano on the point of eruption, both Labour leader. and 
Party will be loath to add to their bag full of trouble. and 
will fight shy of redressing Jewish grievances in this area. 
These fright-tactics are already having considerable effec( jn 
Parliamentary circles. After all, a quarter of a million a \ear 
spent on propaganda and directed by the most able po)-tical 


publicists can talk pretty loudly. Of course, the plain and 


simple truths which it is the primary duty of the Arab Office 
to conceal, is that if the Government firmly declares and 
resolutely carries out its pledges in regard to Jewish immicra- 
tion and the facilitating ultimately of a Jewish State, the Arab 
bogies, volcano and all, will speedily dissolve and the inevitable. 
in due course, be accepted. It is just a matter of courage and 
statesmanship. 


One thing.can scarcely escape notice—the similarity beiween 
the sentiments and arguments displayed by the people who 
are succumbing to the Arab Office “ nerve-war,” and those 
which filled the influential press with their tender solicitude for 
German and.Italian goodwill in the days of the Nazi-Fascist 
appeasement. The fact that the voices are in many cases the 
same lends almost a homely note to their quivering 
anticipations. 


THE JEWISH YEAR BOOK RESUMES 


THe Jewish Year Book, one of the casualties of the war, 
has just resumed publication after five years’ suspension, and 
is reviewed, in another .column, by the well-known Jewish 
writer, Joseph Leftwich. It need hardly be explained that its 
absence was dictated solely by the war-time shortage and the. 
staff difficulties from which publication activities have suffered 
severely, but the consolation remains that the interregnum 
must have brought home to all engaged with communal! affairs 
and even to those merely interested, the extent to which the 
YEAR BOOK meets a very serious requirement. Its publication 
is in fact a public service: it has certainly never been a paying 
proposition. Perhaps that is reflected in the relative freedom 
from competition which the Year Boox has been accorded 
for half a century. It will be noticed that our reviewer does 
not hesitate to indulge in some frank criticisms of the present 
issue. Though the compilation of virtually an entirely new 
book of this kind under the most adverse war-time conditions 
makes perfection an impossibility, we are sure that the able 
and devoted editor, Mr. Albert M. Hyamson, 0.B.E.. will 
not complain of Mr. Leftwich’s strictures.- It is doubtful, of 
course, whether the public can grasp the difficulties of produc- 
tion by which the printing trade has been and still is beset, or 
realise the considerable interval that had to intervene, owing 
to labour shortage, between the date of publication and the 
date when the production closed for press and after which 
only minor alterations were possible. _In this connection, it 

as to be stressed that to the negligence and dilatoriness dis- 
played by some persons from whom information has to be 
sought by the editor, at least some of the responsibility for 
any shortcomings the Year Book may reveal must be altri- 
buted; and they are not atoned for when these same individuals 
belatedly complain that statements concerning them are po! 
fully up to date. | 


LET IN THE LIGHT! 


THe revival of the Year Book raises, incidentally, another 
question which is worthy of attention. Some, perhaps many, 
knowledgable persons are aware that WHITAKER’S ALMANACK, 
in its account of the Government Departments, furnishes not 
only a list of those who man them, but also, and in each case, 
the salary limits attached to the positions they occupy. 1 his 
is a thoroughly wholesome and valuable practice, and there 
is NO reason why the corresponding data should not be made, 
available for publication in the Jewish YEAR Book in respect 
of all our Jewish organisations and institutions. The. frank 
disclosure of this information would help the public to 4 
proper and always desirable appreciation of the cost of run- 
ning the various organisations, and especially provide a check 
on salaries, invariably the largest item in~ administrative 
expenditure. There is nothing unreasonable in affording the 
public information about,the remuneration paid to its ser. ants 
with its money—rather is it only right and fair that such i 
formation should not be withheld, Nor need officials sh)!y 
shrink from the limelight, unnecessarily self-conscious on the 
score of the excess or inadequacy of their rewards. They are 
paid by the public, and the public has therefore a righ! ‘© 
know. Passibly, too, the information might h&ve the cfiect 
of stirring in the community a healthy discontent with he 
miserably inadequate remuneration frequently given to con 
munal officials. These gentlemen, at any rate, should not shun 


the revelation of the facts out.of some misconceived sense of 


personal shame at the meannéss of their masters; they ave

MANCHESTER COUNCIL ON 
WELFARE PROBLEMS 


Refugee Children, Servicemen. 
European Jews 


An agenda of varied problems affecting both 
jocal and world Jewry was dealt with by the Couacil 
af Manchester and Salford Jews at is monthly 
meeting, held on Sunday at the Yeshurun Hail. 

Councillor A. Moss, J.P., who presided, reminded 
members that on the return of Jewish men and women 
from the Forces it was the responsibility of the com- 
munity to welcome them with a feeling of grathude 
for what they had done and to see that they were 
reintegrated into the communal life. Many Service- 
men, he said, came to the Jewish Centre fer the 
Forces with their troubles. The Council had im- 
mediately to consider these problems, which were 
also being considered by the T.A.C. and the Union 
of Jewish Literary Societies. Co-ordination between 
these bodies as well as with the British Legion was 
necessary . 

Urging an increased effort for the Central British 
Fund, Councillor Moss appealed for men and women 
who were willing to devote the’ next two to three 
years to relief work at Jewish reception camps. At! 
present they had only 45-50 relief workers. A 
concrete piece of work by the Fund in this country 


was the recent reception of 300 children in a home | 
_ in the Lake District. (An account of this was given 


later ™ the meeting.)

intention ta use his short leave to tell people about 
the conditions under which their boys served in the 
Far East.

He felt there was not enough interest 
taken in what these soldiers went through and he 
paid tribute to THe Jewish CHronicie, which had 
always given a great deal of publicity to $.E.A.C, The 
men out there eagerly snatched a JewtsH CHRONICLI 
if ever they got hold of one, and were grateful to 
see that they were not guite forgotten. 

The chaplain pointed out that in S.B.A.C, th 
percentage of Jewish boys from Manchester ani 
Salford was unusually great. 

Councillor Moss suggested to the Posmitality 
Committee that a sum of £25 be earmarked fo 
~gurettes for distribution in S.E.A.C. 

lwo other visitors introduced by the Chairman 
Dr. L. Altman, head of the Revisionist group in 
Palestine, and Mr. |. Rosoff (who spoke in Hebrew) 
addressed the meeting. 

Mrs. R. Barrash gave a moving description of her 
experiences when she accompanied Miss Stiebel and 
Mr. L. Montefiore to welcome the 300 young people 
from the concentration camps, who are now beimg 
cared for at a hostel in Cumberland. Their fine 
Jewish spirit, she said, made her fee! extremely proud 
to be Jewish. 

In a report on the Jewish Centre for the Forces 
Mr. L. M. Glaficy said it would be many months 
before it could regard its job as finished. At present 
roughly 5,000 service people of all races, creeds, and 
colours passed through the Centre each week.

girlhood, The agony they have endured is more 
apparent in the sensitive types. 

| was not long in the hostel before the news 
epread that a representative of THe Jewisn 
CuHronicte had come along specially to see them: 
soon I found myself surrounded by them. 

But at first it was they and not I who asked the 
guesuions. 

We talked to each other in Yiddish. Was there 
any news about Palestine, asked some. Could | 
tind out the whereabouts of their fathers, mothers. 
sisters, Or brothers, asked others. The parents of 
afl of them have either been gassed to death or 
else their whereabouts are unknown. 

Most of them have been to half-a-dozen or 
more concentration camps before being finally 
cent to Theresienstadt last May. Nearly all of 
them also bear tattoo-marks on their little arms— 
erim relic of Nazi brutality. 


A Grim Story 


I spoke to many of them of their experiences.. 


A Lodz girl told me her father, mother, sister, and 
‘wo brothers had all been burned to death by the 
Nazis in a place called Drublink. Taken by her 
taskmasiers to another place called Mitylsztajn. 
che was made to do heavy work in the kitchen of 
the camp where she was bludgeoned and beaten 
with a horse-whip; and called “a dirty little 
Jewess.” For a month 300 girls were herded to- 
gether in a cattle-truck when they were sent off 
‘o new camp quarters, Many could not stand the 
ordeal and died before reaching their . destination. 
Some of them begged for a glass of water. They 
didn’t get it, and she herself saw a girl shot because 
she had bent down to pick up a potato! After the 
journey she could not stand on her feet for many 
weeks. 

When this girl was ten she was made to work 
in a Nazi munitions factory. But the burden of 
this heavy job became so unendurable that she 
asked to be shot because she didn't want to live 
any longer. 

One of the boys told mie that he and his party 
had lined up one day for one of their regular roll- 
calls, when members of his family were ordered 
to fall out and to go to their death. 

A batch of 800 set out one morning on the 
seven weeks’ march to Theresienstadt. But only 
33 arrived there, All the others perished on the 
way, some being the fathers and mothers of child- 
ren who are staying at the centre. | 

A boy of 15 from Posen spoke to me next. His 
father had died before the war. His. mother. stc- 
cumbed io the starvation diet she had received while 
working from 5 a.m. to 7 p.m. in a camp in Poland. 
Those who didn’t work—he was in the same camp 
at Litzmannstadt—did not get any rations. When 
his mother died, he and his sister were sent to 
Auschwitz, where they examined him and others 
to see if he was of use as a slave-worker. Those

who were found unfit to do so were just killed. 
There was a pitiful agonising look about this boy's 
expression which I shall never forget. 

And here is the story of a 15-year-old boy who 
had been to the Lublin-Maidanek camp. 

He had to get up at 3.30 a.m.: after a drink of 
black substitute coffee, he and his comrades had to 
stand rigid for four hours. 

“If anyone died,” he said, “ the body was left 
where it fell amongs us. _ If anyone was missing, 
which meant that he had escaped, we were forced 
to stand still for as long as eight hours at a 
stretch.” 

Anyone who aitempted to get away and was 
caught, was shot on the spot. The grucsome part 
of the whole business was that the hanging for 
those who had disobeyed orders was done in the 
view of all the others; and a mirror was placed 
in front of the dying man so that he should get 
a last look at himself struggling for his life! 

In a talk | had with the Warden, Mr. O. A. 
Friedman, he told me that for the first three days 
after their arrival at the centre a few of the 
children suffered from severe depression and re- 
fused to take any food, and he mentioned one 
little boy in particular—one of a large faimily—who 
suffered from fits of hysteria and would neither 
eat nor mix with the other children. Mr. Fried- 
man talked to the boy, who asked him, “ Why have 
| been spared? I am nearly the youngest of my 
family and | am nobody: I have had enough of 
life." Mr. Friedman explained to him that he was 
not a child, but a member of the family for whom 
he was old enough to do something. After a 
few days he began to mix freely with the others 
and 1s now well on the way to normality, 

As to the way these children are being cared 
for, | have had a good look round and cannot too 
highly praise the efforts of those in charge under 
Mr. Friedman, who has a fine record as a social 
worker in Berlin. He handles the children with 
sympathy and understanding and is surrounded by 
a staff which has done wonders considering the 
handicap of the shortage of help. under which they 
have been labouring. 


Passion for Learning 


The children, who seem very happy, tove to 
learn and are anxious to make up the leeway of 
all these years. So those who: want to attend the 
classes that are held in all kinds of subjects— 
Hebrew, English, history, arithmetic, geography; 
and clementary science—cap do so. 

heir spiritual welfare, too, is well looked after. 
For services are held three times a day—for 
Shachrit, Mincha, and Maariv, and, of course, on 
Friday evenings and Shabbas, at the conclusion of 
which Havdalah is said. 

The religious side of the centre's life is in charge 
of Rabbi Dr Weiss, who has come here from 
Gateshead (he was formerly Rabbi at Altona). 

Lectures are also part of the curriculum, and 
while Rabbi Dr. Weiss minisiers to the. religious 
side, members. of Bachad, .Hashomer: Hatzair, 
Hechatutz, and Habonim teach the children to 
speak Hebrew and {ell them all about the geo- 
graphy of Palestine and Zionism. 

Dr. Weiss told me that he also teaches Shulchan 
Aruch, Mishnayit, Chumash, “ and,’ he added 
with a chuckle, “! offer a litle bit of "OID to the 
older ones.” 


Extraordinary Ability for Religious Knowledge 


Discussions are also held on a variety of topics. 
Twenty-five to thirty boys, said Dr. Weiss, show 
extraordinary ability for religious knowledge. They 
are terrifically Keen and they. want to become 
Rabbis, ministers, and teachers, their great desire 
being to attend a Yeshiva immediately. Many of 
them have somchow managed to retain. their 
Hebrew books throughout their camp life. 

Their religious. life at the centre also includes 
an Oneg Shabbat, which is held every. week. 

Dr. Weiss said that when 150 Yarmulkes arrived 
from the Chief Rabbi's Religious Emergency 
Council there was such a rush for them that they 
were all disposed of in a few minutes. 

He paid particular tribute to the assistance which 


they had received from the Chief Rabbi's Council 


in connection with the various religious require- 
ments and said there was urgent need of Mezuzot 
and also of copies of newspapers and books. 

Many of the youngsters are anxious to become 
Chalutzim and to go to Palestine as soon as it 
it possible for them to-do so. 

The importance of physical culture has not been 
lost sight of. But in view of the physical and 
mental sirain. to which the children have been 
subjected all these years, those in charge of their 
physical welfare have rightly decided on a “ go 
slow policy. 

_There is a Jewish .doctor in charge who is 
assisted by three nurses. 

The children are, I am told; well behaved and 
scrupulously clean, one of their main. concerns 
being their daily ablutions, of which, it is not sur- 
prising, they now make almost a fetish! 

There is also. a large house for the staff to relax 
in and to discuss the various problems that crop 
up. The house can also be used by those who 
are convalescing after an illness. 

One appeal should, at the moment at any rate, 
be made: for as few visitors as possible to go to 
the hostel from ameng the general public. The 
staff at the hostel is’ far too small to cope with 
unexpected guests, 

Those in charge of the children want. to begin 
to disperse them as soon as possible, but the 
children are at the moment neither educationally 
nor medically fit enough to be placed in cxisting 
hostels or among private families. The Committee, 
therefore; would be interested to hear of empty 
hostels available.

condiuons in Poland. In a moving speech, Dr. 
Kahane painted a detailed picture of the strenuous 
eflorts being made to set up once again a Jewish 
religious community in that country from whuech 
the brightes: light of Judaism had once shone for 
all world Jewry. 

Social welfare and relief and religious reconstruc- 
tion in Poland to-day, he said, were functioning 
separatcly, because of cnormous opposition and 
difficulties both from other Jews and from non- 
Jews. An Orthodox Jewish hostel for orphans 
was being sect up near Hindenburg. But the one 
rcally hopeful thing he had to report was the setting 
up, in Lodz. of the first Yeshiva in Poland since 
ihat Country's liberation. It now had 20 students. 

Mr. M. M. Diamant spoke of Belgium and of a 
committee set up there for rehgious reconstruction, 
of which Chief Rabbi Ullman was Hon. President, 
and on which the Antwerp and Brussels congrcga- 
tions were represenied, He reported a substantial 
grant from the Central British Fund, but*said they 
urgently required more moncy. 

Dr. Schonfeld said that they were at present send- 
ing such supplies for Holland as they could te 
Obcrrabbiner J. Tal. 


Difficulties in Czechoslovakia 


Dr. Oscar: Neuman, of Czechoslovakia, told of 
the special difficulties they were expericncing m 
that country, where the Government had forbidden 
religious schools. There was no Shechita in Prague. 
The Ziogisis, he stated, had been successtul m 
carrying through with the “ Joint ” a resolution that 
no further relief should be given to any Jews 
returning from deportation who did not join the 
Kchilla within two months of their return. 

Rabbi R. Kapel, speaking of: France, “aid then 
greatest hope for the religious reconstruction of 
French Jewry lay with youth, and he thought 
activities should be carried on through the Scout, 
Jeshurun. and Bachad movements. He recounted 
efforts that were being made for the Jewish children 
still in convenis or with non-Jewnsh Lamulies. | 

Reporting on Displaced Persons and camps in 
the British zene of occupation, Dr Schonfeld said 
that four Ministers and several relief workers had 
gone out, food and religious requisites had been 
sent out’ the situation was in hand. As for the 
American zone. no one had the situation in hand, 
with the exception of a few Orthodox soldiers. and 
chaplains, who were doing what they could. There 
were relief workers in Italy. and in the French zone 
they were in touch with Chaplain Monat. There 
was no news from the Russian zone 

A budeect of £30,000 was cstmated tor immediate 
needs for Tefillin, Mezuzot, Talesim, Arba Kanfot, 
Tsitsit. Siddurim. ‘Chumoshim, Shat  Pardess, 
Scforim., and Hebrew readcrs, to be rarsed equally 
between America and England. 

It was stated that. a.Yeshiva had. been started in 
Belsen, with Rabbis Baumgarten and Vilensk: as 
the teachers, and an appeal had come from them 
for Seforim. 

For general religious rehabilitation and recon- 
struction. the budeet was £50,000, for childsen’s 
homes. Mikvaot. education, and general expenses, 
made up of .£10,000 for Poland, £25,000 for 
Rumania. Hungary, and Czechoslovakia. £5.000 for 
Holland. £5.000 for Belgium, £5.000 for France; 
of all this, £4,000 for Poland and £1,000 tor France 
was made 

Resolutions that weré pasted referred to the terrible 
destruction of Euroncan Jewry and picdgecd the religious 
organisations of England and America to support the re- 
building of the Kehiliot kite Conference also cxpressed its 
deep gratitude to all the non-Jewish individuals and institu- 
tions who had rescued Jewish chikdren. at grave risk to 
themscitves, from brutal cxatermination. and to them 
in pursuance of their humanitarianism., to return the children 
to the Jewish people It further expressed the hope that 
all surviving Jewish orphan chikiren would be brought up 
in accordance with the faith of their martyred parents. and 
that all Jewish orphanages and homes would be conducted 
according to the fundamental tenets of Judaism, cespccially 
as regards Kashrut and Sabbath observance. 

The. Amicrican and British representatives resolved to co- 
ordinate their work 

The Conference cxorcased the conviction that the religious 
reconstruction of European Jewry and the organisation of 
Jewish communitics would strenethen Kilal Yisroel conscious 
ness and would unite all Israci in preparation for their 
speedy return to the .Land of Isracl.

OBITUARY 


FRANZ WERFEL 
Austrian-Jewish Poet-Playwright 


The famous Austrian-Jewish writer, Franz 
Weriecl, died ai Bevericy Hills, California, on Saun- 
day at the age of $5. 

f¢ was born in Pracuc, where he lived till 1910. 
Going then to Hamburg, he began to attract atten- 
tion poet of great prommc. From 1915 he 
served for two years in the Austro-Hungarian 
Army, fighting on the Russian front. it was follow- 
ing the 1914-18 war that Werfel's reputation as 
poet, dramatist, and novelmt grew and spread from 
the Continent to Eneland and America, «here his 
plays were performed and his novels translated. 
Dr. Schuschnigg, the Austrian Chancellor, con- 
ferred on him in 1937 the Order of Arts and 
Sciences, the highest Order given by the Govern 
ment tor merit But soon alicrwards the 
Nazis cxiled him. 

On coming to England he gave an inicrview to 
a CHRONICLE representative, in which, refer- 
mag to his specifically Jewsh works, We writer 
said: “ At first | wrote of religion from the meta- 
physical rather than the strictly Jewish siandpomt, 
Ihe first work of mime with a defmitcly Jewrsh 
theme was my play. “Queen Esther.” In 1923-4 
| made a journey to Palestine which left°a lasting 
impression on my mind Atterwards | wrote my 
play. ‘Paul Among the Jews” (which was. pro- 
duced in London), a dialectical drama of Christian 
ormins, Then, as constantly since, was occumed 
with the thought of: the eternity of Israel and of the 
meaning of Jewish suflering. The same theme of 
Ixracl’s persecution and survival inspired my play, 
‘The Eternal Road, which was translated by Laud- 
wig Lewisohn and produced by Max Reinhardt in 
New York last vear {1937]." 

Werfel spoke of bis interest in Zionism and said 
he considered Isracts destiny to be to assume 
the spiritual leadership of mankind and to awaken 
the comscience for a divine life. “ A nationality 
separated from religion,” he sand. no reason 
for the eternal existence of the Jews.” 

Three vears ago Werfel wrote “ The Song of 
Bernadette the result of his stay in France m 
1940. when he hid at Lourdes. A large public has 
recently seen the film version of this ory. 
* Jacobowsky and the Colonel,” a play by Werfel, 
dealing with the refugee question, was produced m 
ondon this year. 


Vir. ABRAHAM GOLDSTEIN ‘London)., aged

“ Can sixth-formers from secondary schools sing 
Zemirot? Isn't it a lost art in England?” 

Sach were the rhetorical questions asked by a 
visitor to the Third Annual Summer School of the 
Jewish Youth Study Groups, beld at the TT 
Synagogue from Monday, July 30, to August 5 
this year. They were pertinent questions, for no 
fewer than 30 of the 68 students knew little if any 
Hebrew before they came to the school. were 
drawn from 39 schools from all parts of the 
country, old and famous public-schools, such as 
the City of London and St. Paul's, Haberdashers 
Aske’s and Godo and Latymer, grammar 
schools like the Bede in Sunderland and in many 
other provincial centres, as well as quite a number 
@f London secondary schools. 

Before the Study Group Movement was launched, 
nearly three years ago, it is no cxXaggeration to Slate 
that few of the boys and girls over the : of 13 
im these schools had any active contact with Jewish 
life or any lively interest in it. In the three Summer 
Schools, which have been the culmination of the 
year’s Jewish study by the Groups at their school, 
more than 100 young people have been attracted 
to a Jewish way of life and taught to take an 
active’ share in communal affairs. Some have 
stready infused fresh life and vigour into the Inter- 
University Jewish Federation, while many more are 
— to lead and conduct Groups im their

Strictly. Jewish Atmosphere 


Visitors were particularly struck by § the 
strictly Jewish atmosphere pervading all activities.

at the school. The day began with Shaharit at 


8 am and ended with Minha and Maariv at 
8.30 p.m. The three meals were followed: by com-

This year. the course was centred round 
Jewish Values in Life and_Literature, 1789-1939. 
~ 
For the first hour the students were divided. into. 
three groups, according to their knowledge or lack 
of knowledge of Hebrew. With the most advanced, 
Rabbi Dr. W. Gottheb dealt with extracts from 
famous modern Hebrew writers. A lancuage class 
was taken by the Warden, the Rev. Joseph Halpern. 
and the Chairman of the Study Groups, Jerrold 
Roston, helped those who possessed no previous 
knowledge of Hebrew. In the second hour all the 
students attended a course in the history of the 
period, grven by Dr. 1. Maybaum. 

Supplementary to these regular courses, Sir Leon 
Simon spoke at the first Oneg Shabbat on 
“ Personalities | have known.” and Dr. L. V. Snow- 
man delivercd’ two lectures during the second week- 


end on the literary figures of the period, all of 
whom had been studied in the literature course. 
The members of the school were divided into five 
groups or kvutzot, each bearing the name of one 
of the writers studied, and it was their business to 
make themselves thoroughly acquainted with his 
life and work in the hour before supper set aside 
for this purpose. 

A unique feature of this year’s Summer School 
was the Exhibition of Books for Youth provided 
by the Nationai Book League and held, under the 
auspices of the J.E.C.. at the Central Public 
Library in Cambridge. Three hundred and twenty- 
enght ‘books. many of them out of print and un- 
obtainable, on subjects such as “ The World and Its 
Peoples,’ “ History and Biography,” English,” 
“ Science and Technology,’ and ~ re Hours, 
were lent by the National Book League, and to 
these were added a number of Jewish books sup- 
plied by Messrs. Foyles and Messrs. Gollancz. Of 
particule r interest was a collection of 128 books 
sent as a gift by the Jewish Publication Society of 


America. 
Cultural and Social Life 


There was ample opportunity for the young 
people to enjoy a cultural social life of no 
mean order. So full, indeed, were the evenings 
= there was never once any need to arrange a 
ance. 

Afternoons were frec, though a number of 
organised outings had been arranged, which proved 
of more than passing interest. The visit to Dr. 
Recliffle Salaman'’s house at Barley introduced the 
students to a very pleasant aspect of Anglo-Jewish 
life, where they also made the personal acquaintance 
of that great friend of Jewry, the Rey. Dr. James 
Parkes. Very popular was the vistt to the Bachad 
Farm at Thaxted, and the sight of the agricultural 
implements and the livestock must have awakened 
a new love for the land in more than one breast. 
The majesty of Ely Cathedral, over which a party 
was conducted by the Dean himself, standing un- 
scathed as it has donc through 850 years of tur- 
bulent history, called forth a sigh over Isracl's 
homelessness and lost glory. 

Reference has been made to the Jewish aimos- 
phere pervading all activities. This was helped to 
no small degree by the songs (or rather shirim, as 
they should be called) which the students were 
taught and the Hebrew vocabularies of everyday 
words which they were encouraged to use. Two 
young children, who were present at the school, 
now. regularly sing themselves to sleep to the tune 
of Ashrenu they learnt there. But, of course, the 
finest expression of that spirit was evident on 
Shabbat, even during the two hours ‘of “ com- 
pulsory sleep " between: dinner and the commence- 
ment of the Oneg. The readings on “ The Spirit- 
of the Shabbat” and “ Memoirs of My People” 
on the two Friday evenings will linger long in the 
memory no less than the Onegim on the Saturday 
afternoons, the first in the garden of the house of 
Mr. and Mrs, S. E. Sklan in glorious sunshine. 

Perhaps the best tribute to the zeal and carnesi- 
ness of the members is to mention the manner in 
which they devoted the greater part of the last Sun- 
day of the school, in spite of the good weather, 
to a serious discussion on the progress of the Study 
Groups during the year and an analysis of the good 
amd bad points of the school. Their comments were 
refreshingly frank, They were full of praise for 
the selfless service of Mrs. Halpern, most appre- 
ciative of the work of the caterer, Mrs. Heimberg. 
daughter of Professor Krauss. and their sense of 
humour was very much in evidence in the witty 
contributions they made to the Iton Hai on the 
last evening. One shadow was over the school, and 
one figure was missing, whose genial presence had 
been such an inspiration two years ago, as it had 
so often been at the summer schools of the L.U_J F. 
The untimely death of Harry Dagut last December 
deprived Jewish youth in this country, of a great 
friend, but his memory will ever be fresh with the 
members of the Study Groups. To perpetuate it 
a Harry Dagut Memorial Prize is being offered 
annually to the best worker at the Summer School. 
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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE CHOICE 


See, 1 have set before thee this day life and good, 


and death, and evil. (Deuteronomy xxx, 15 
E solemn exhortation well defined the critical 
position in which the Israelites then stood. 

. They were on the threshold of their national 
career, and Moses sought to impress upon them 
the truth that their future would be largely deter- 
mined by themselves. Two courses lay open to 
them and the choice was in their own hands. One 
way would lead to “ life and good,” which means 
a prolonged tenure of the land they were about to 
acquire, together with ~national prosperity and 
happiness. The alternative was “ death and evil,” 
national eclipse, and overwhelming disasters. Such 
is the only interpretation which suits the verses 
that follow where the thought is elaborated. The 
warning is addressed to the people as a whole, and 
not to the individual; it insists that national policy 
must not be divorced from the will of God. 

History has abundantly proved the validity of 
the doctrine which Moses expounded to Israel. 
Later experience demonstrated that righteousness, 
as embodied in the Divine law, was the mainstay 
of the nation and the source of its true welfare. 
Its vitality grew stronger when the people was 
faithful to the Torah, and declined as the direct 
consequence of disloyalty. In this respect Israel 
was an object-lesson to the whole world. The story 
of the human race offers many illustrations which 
point the same moral. Low ethical standards were 
a canker that gnawed at the vitals of a nation, 
weakened its strength and hastened its downfall. 

We have no need to turn to the past for proof. 
Our own time has. witnessed a most striking veri- 
fication of the eternal truth which Moses communi- 
cated to fsracl. Two mighty powers now lic 
crushed and humbled, their cities reduced to heaps 
of rubble, their industries destroyed, and their 
populations impoverished, because they deliberaicly 
chose the path of evil. In the formulation of their 
policies they scorned all principles of right and 
justice; they ruthlessly planned to dominate their 
weaker nemhbours and grow richer at their 
expense. Retribution has overtaken them in 
most impressive measure. Their choice has brought 
upon them “ death and evil,” as ali now see. 


the peoples of the world‘are wise, they will at’ 


long last give heed to the ancient warning 
which was ignored by Germany and Japan to their 
The same fate awaits any other nation 
that elects to walk in the path of evil. In fact. 
the warning has assumed a far deeper urgency 
than ever before as the effect of the latest evidence 
of ‘man’s ingenuity, A new weapon has been 
devised which sets before the entire human race 
the literal alternative of life and death. The future 
holds the prospect of whole cities being wiped out 
within the space of seconds, of populations num- 
bering hundreds of thousands being annihilated in 
an mstant. It has undoubtedly come as a great 
shock to everybody to know that this frightful 
engine. of destruction, capable of still greater 
development, is possessed by man: A future war 
would assume a form which we cannot yet even 
contemplate, and the consequent devastation .might 
well be the end of civilisation. 

In the face of these tremendous possibilities, the 
choice before mankind has now grown more critical 
than in any previous era. Unless the new power 
to destroy rs held in check by the humane con- 
siderations which are the foundation of the Torah, 
unless the brain is disciplined and directed by the 
soul, and the fear of God become in fact the begin- 
ning of wisdom, man will rebuild the ruins of the 
world for a future catastrophe which, by its magni- 
tude, will be the end ‘of all things. As in primitive 
days, when the earth was corrupt and full of 
violence, God brought a flood to destroy all flesh. 
so wickedness in our time, if unchecked, must 
result in mankind bringing upon itself a deluge of 
destruction. 


AN has indeed eaten of the tree of the know- 
ledge of good and evil, with the consequence. 

as God foretold, he “ is become as one of us.” He 
has been successful in. probing the secrets of Nature 
and possesses an almost godlike power. How is he 
going to exercise it? That is the vital question 
upon which his destiny depends. We have been 
told that, although necessity compelled research to 
be directed ‘towards the employment of atomic 
energy as a weapon of war, its use can become a 
source of infinite benefit to humanity and bring 
about an era of prosperity and comfort such as 
the world has never known. It is well that -men 
should keep the alternatives before their minds in 
the days to come—ihe blessing of abundant good 
or the curse of universal calamity, The choice is 
theirs, as the consequences will be of their making. 
Especially in these critical times do they have to 


- take to heart the exhortation of old which has now 


assumed a fresh urgency: “ See, .I have set before 
thee this day life and good, and death and evil.”’ 
And as they ponder over their responsibility in 
deciding the course they Will follow, may they give 
ear to the advice, * Therefore choose life. that thou 
mayest live, thou and thy seed.” May. they also 
understand that the way to implement that choice 
is “to love the Lord thy God, to hearken to His 
voice, and to cleave unto Him: for that is thy life 
and the length of thy days.”

THE REV. S. LEVY'S JUBILEE 

This week, the Rev. Solomon Levy, Emeritus 
Minister of the New Synagogue, Stamford Hill, 
celebrates the 50th anniversary of his entering the 
ministry. He was inducted into office as Minister, 
Second Reader, and Secretary of the New Syna- 
gogue, which was then in the City of London, in 

eat St. Helens, on Friday evening, August 30, 
1895, and preached his inaugural sermon on the 
following morning. In those days there were con- 
tested elections for ministers, a practice since dis- 
continued by the United Synagogue. At the election 
meeting at the New Synagogue on Sunday, July 21, 
1895, they voted for three candidates, Mr. Levy 
receiving 34 votes, and his defeated rivals 32 and 
30 respectively. The New Synagogue was trans- 
ferred in 1915 to Stamford Hill. Mr. Levy 
officially retired in 1937, and was honoured by 
election as Emeritus Minister. But war-time cir- 


cumstances called him back to duty on many 
occasions, to the advantage of his Congregation, 
before the election of the present temporary 


minister. Mr. Levy was elected the first Fellow of 
Jews’ College in 1896, and is a former President of 
the Jewish Historical Society.

Annual Conference 


The annual Grand Beacon meeting of the Orde: 
of Ancient Maccabeans was held recently at the 
Order’s headquarters, Maccabean House, 137-9, 
Cheetham Hill Road, Manchester, 8. Professor 
S. Brodetsky, .Grand Commander, presided and 
delivered his annual address, in which he dealt at 
length with the position of the Zionist Movement 
and of the Jewish people. 

The 48th annual report and balance-sheet were 
adopted, The report, while stating that the 
numerical position still gives anxiety to the Council, 
gives evidence of a revival in this direction in one 
or two cities. The Death Endowment Fund shows 
little variation from previous years, and, with the 
help of an increased levy and other measures, a 
deficit of almost £200 has been turned into a surplus 
of approximately £400. Revenue from Maccabean 
House shows a net profit of £450. 

In the Zionist field, donations of £100 have been 


given to the U.P.A., £100 to the Keren Haygsod, — 


and £145 to the Children’s Forest of the J.N.P. 
In honour of Dr. Weizmann’s 70th birthday, £100 
was placed at his disposal for any specific purpose 
he chose, 

To the Deputies’ Defence Fund £40 was given. 

Several resolutions were passed at the meeting, 
including one authorising further donations of £100 
to the U.P.A. and £100 to the Central British Fund. 

A resolution calling for an approach to be made 
to other Orders with a view to - amalgamation 
(while preserving the compulsory payment of the 
Zionist Shekel) was referred to the Grand Council 
for consideration. . 

A final resolution declared unequivocally against 
Partition in Palestine. |
